“- THE: BHAMO. EXPEDITION. ©. 

(From tlie Rangoon Tinies, July 8.)

Expedition, the. latest of which, we hear, is 
dated 10th May. It appears that the Shana

The object of’ this 
deputation was, as the deputies themselves 
said, to make known to Captain Sladen ofli- 
cially; that the Chiefs of the Shan States 
had combined to give a favorable reception’ 
to the expedition, and to forward it to Mo- 
mein ina friendly and becoming way, cach 
state supplying its quota of labour for. the 
carrying of the baggage. ‘These deputies 
seemed to be all men of -high position in 
their’ several’ states—they were: tall and 
handsome, and seemed tu be-more civilized 
and gentlemanly than the Shans generally, 
or even that Chinese, : 

They said: they were aware that Captain 
Sladen. and. his friends represented a great

ENGLISH CAPTIVES IN AFRICA, 

The belief that a:numbor of Englishmen 
are in baptivity amongst the the Somali 
j tribe in Hastern Africa has-lately received 
|.etrong confirmation. from several. distinct 
\gourees, (enoral Rigby, Saty her Britannic 
Majesty's consul at Zsuzibar, who formed 
‘one of the deputation which waited upen Sir 
Stafford Nortlicote a few days ago in relation 
to this question, stated that fresh evidence 
of the-existence of white men in the interior 
had been obtained by: way of Abyssinia. 
Dr. Krapf, who acted as interpreter to the 
expedition, received ‘positive -iutalligence 
that a number of white mon were held pri- 
sonera by the natives’ at & place’ some 400 
miles to the couth of Magdala, - The details 
given were sufficiently precise to enable Dr. 
Kvapf ‘to’ mark down- upon the map the 


to be, and Colonel Grant at once volunteer- 
ed to lead an expeditionary force to their_| 
relief. This proved to bo impracticable 
at the time, aud Dr, Krapf being unfort- 
unately compelled. by illyess ‘to return to 
Europe before ‘the army‘reached Magdala, 
it was impossible to- carry. out proper in- 
quiries’ after Itis departure from want of ap 
efficiént interpreter, The locality indicat- 
ed by Dr. Krapf’s informants as that where 
the white men were confined would appear 
to be about the centre of the Somali coun- 
try, and to correspond very closely with 
the position .assigned by the testimony of 
the natives.along the coast‘and at Zanzibar. 
In the course of last year, alao, an Arab 
merchant who was. engaged in trading ou 
the Somali coast received a letter from-one 
of his countrynien who had been shipwreck- 
ed -and carried captive inlaud, boggiug him 
to send:-two negro slaves, the ransoin at 
“which he'was held by the Somulis.. The 
man casually mentiviied in tlic letter that a 
“Mosungu,” or Christian, was alio a pri- 
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point where the . captives were: assurted | 


soner within a short-distance, ‘ 
News ‘recently reached Bombay that five 
white mon were detained not far from tlie 
coast by this same tribe of Somalis, The 
persjstence of reports of this kind which 
havo been rife fur.the last nine years, sup- 
ported, by the evidence that a-number of 
survivors from. the. St, Abbs were lad into 
captivity, obtained from oye-witnesses of 
the wreck by General .Rigby at Zanzibar ; 
the sale there of numerous articles known 
to have‘been on. board: the ship, many of 
wliich were of perishable nature, and could 
not have been: mercly washed ashore ; and 
the testimony of.the Knglish letters carved 
on ‘the hide brought fromthe interior of 
tbe Somali country support very strongly 
the belief that: there are’ white. captives 
in thuso” parts, It is thé custom of the 
Somali tribe to retain prigoners in this-way. 
‘The eame thing happened some thirty years 
ago; when part. of the crew of a ‘chalet 
which. was wrecked on the coast wore 
ransowed after many years’ captivity. 
Similarly, vur countryman. Mr -Coftin: waa 
not. allowed‘ to leave Abyssinia, and ro- 
mained a prisoner there for thirty years ; 
and other instances of the long detention of 
white inen' by the natives of the east coast 
might be adduced. The letter from Dr 
Kirk, the English cousul at Zanzibar; whiele 
we. publish to-day, coatiris the conviction 
entertained by many travellers that the 
uatives. of the interior are uot unfriendly 
towards Europeans. .lony the coast; where 
the. slave trade - prevails, and English 
cruisers burn or bombard towns in their 
endeavours ‘to’ suppress it, we-may well 
imaginé ‘that.a white man isan object: of 
suspivion and dislike. But-the kind treat- 


ment which Mi Kinzelbach'met with when 
he had onge penetrated through the: coast 


line of slave-traders. to the more unsophis- 
ticated inhabitants of the central districts, 
shows thata Huropean’ may venture into 
that conntry without the certainty of being 
murdered -or wade prisoner. Mr Angelo, 
who has generously. volunteered to proceed 
in search.of the supposed captives, is well 
acquuiuted ‘with the Somali language, and 
in au intercourse of many years with buth 
‘the people of the coast and. the interior 
established the most ‘friendly relations with 
the Somali chiefs. He proposes to go.as a 
simple. traveller under the auspices of the 
Geographical Society, without ‘any’ com- 
mission from the Governnont, and without 
involving them in any responsibility. what- 
ever, Should he unfortunately be detained 
by.

1ts wish is to have ‘as little to do with them 
as possible, its grievance the Treaty privi- 
legés claimed by.all manner of foreign resi- 
dents, - “Tho wish is natural to au exclusive 
people, ‘and:the grievance, we suspect, «is 
very real. Without in the loast desiring to 
tradugo either our own countrymen, or the 
Freneb, or the Americans, wa have not the 
smallest doubt that-they push their privi- 
leges to the ‘utmost ;.that they smuggle 
when they. can and evade’ payment. when 
they can’t; that they utterly ignore and 
contemn Chinese official rank ; that they 
are prone.to use force whenever force seems 
effective, and that ‘they’ generally make 
themaelves at once disagreeable and dread- 
ed.. They, did it in India, they'do it in 
Egypt, they try to do it in Mexico, and, in 
iact, all over the-earth they act as if 
“Wostery Murope had a divine commission 
not only to rule the rest of the world,— 
which, judging by facts alone, may be true,. 
—but to insult it, which must;: uuder any 
theory of tlie world’s governmont, be essen- 
tially falae. Hitherto the Chinese have at- 
tempted ‘at once to resist this treatment aid 
to maintain their own antiquated polity by 
diaplays of force, but the attempt has failed 
and they are aware that it has failed. They 
hnve therefore cast about for a new plan, 
and have fuund ini Mr, Burlingame, Ameri- 
ean Minister to Pekin, either a very-astute 
adviser—which is probably the case,—or a 
very-sagacious instrument. He appeara, 80 
far as we can judge from his action, to have 
recommended a policy. of this kind. 
“Make me your Envoy,—with adequate 
salary and.appointments, of, course,-~and 1 
will first of all miake-a ‘Treaty for you with 
@ nation which has nevér attacked you, and 
will never attack you, but which is -vory 
Linueli; dreaded -by the: West. . I will 
thon go armed not only with your creden- 
tials, but with the’ sanction of my own 
mighty country, and demind a very aimple 
-and apparently very just thing, that you be 
admitted to the comity of civilized nations, 
that all treaties be abolished, that China bo 
declared Copen,’ but that you be ‘at liber- 
‘ty, to-arrange the terms of intercourse,’ juat 
as France or the'Union is.” The Chines, 
who widerstand foreign nations much bet- 
ter thau wo think they do, ‘though thay. are 
coistautly, ‘like the natives of India, in 
danger of - foregetting _ the «irresistible 
strength of civilization, readily ‘agreed to 


some show. of probity ; tliat it would, in 
short, give any one of the. hundred gua- 
rantees France and the Union: give to the 
world. without: writings; then; indeed, it 
would be possible’ to tear up all treaties, 
though even then as they Lave been conced- | 
ed, tearing them up would bo an act of 
favour. But in what way can we bind the 
Chinese Government to-do these things, or 
any of them, except -by imposing a single 
treaty more elaborate, more lengthy, and 
more likely to be violated that those which 
at present oxist, a tréaty which would be 
as bitter a source of contention as-the pre- 
sont, and: must be:énforeed if intercourse is 
to. continue in the same way, namely, by. 
occasional compulsion.- Of course, if Ohina 
has any: special or specific ground of com: 
plaint—which is quite possible, and ag re- 
spects the collection of external revenue 
does, we believe, exist— that ground ought 
to-be immediately renioved, ever though 
the request is: backed by intimations that 
concession Would be acceptable to Mr Se 
ward ; but’ general. abolition of the oli 
treaties canuot be conceded without some 
proof that the Government of Pekin intends 
to observe a new one. Ges 
There. is, .of céurse,. ono alternative to 
treaties ensuridy attention to the laws of 
civilization. -We can retire, from China, 
but there is. no other, and retiring would 
simply leave, the Empire. at the mercy of 
the tirat daring adventurer who had the wit 
to seo that the trade of the ports would
